The 
hastily written, staccato descriptions 
of the war correspondent may not b e so 
accurate as the delib erate, well-round­ 
ed and polished periods of the historian, 
b ut they are vastly more entertaining. 
By reason of his b eing an eye witness 
to the b attle, the correspondent, if he 
b e genius enough, carries the reader 
into the thick of the fight and permits 
him to hear for himself the clash of 
sab ers, the whistling of b ullets, and the 
“ b ellowing of the m ortars.” 
All this 
may b e said of the letters of Charles 
A. Page, than whom there was no more 
graphic, faithful, or venturous corres­ 
pondent. 
Mr. Gilmore supplements 
the letters with a b iographical intro­ 
duction, which is replete with interest­ 
ing things ab out their author and his 
early life on his fa the r’s farm in P a l ­ 
myra, near Dixon. 
It is interesting to note that Horace 
Greeley placed great confidence in the 
young reporter from the Sucker State. 
“ If Page says it is so, it is so,’’ was a 
common re m a rk of the gre at editor s in 
the Trib une editorial rooms: a re m a rk 
which Charles A. Dana sub seq uently 
appropriated. 
Mr. Greeley once met 
Mr. P age on a railway train, and said 
to him: 
“ W e are greatly pleased with your 
work; you are q uick and graphic, and 
givo us the news early: b ut, Mr. Page, 
you are the most expensive young man 
the T rib une ha» ever employed.” 
To this P age replyed : 
“ Early news 
is expcnsive, Mr. Greeley; if I have the 
watermelons and whiskey ready when 
the officers come from the fight I get 
the news without asking q uestions ” 
T here was no press censorship alert 
enough to deter Mr. Page from getting 
the news where diplomacy or physical 
prowess m ight avail. 
He was one of 
the three 
newspaper correspondents 
who were the first to en*er Richmond 
after the capture of that; city, the 
other two b eing W hiteiaw Reid and 
R. T. Colb urn, who got there b y plac­ 
ing themselves under his guidance. 
P a ge himself tells how the War depart­ 
ment. as soon as it heard the news ca n ­ 
celed all newspaper passes, and issued 
strict orders tha t no newspaper eorres 
pondent should b e permited to reach 
the army front. 
P a ge was not daunted, 
however. 
He furb ished up an old out­ 
lawed pass from General Grant, and 
with Reid and Colb orn under his wing 
b oldly b oarded th« * government steam­ 
er. 
Charles A. Dana, then Assistant 
Secretary of War. hearing of their d e ­ 
part .re, tried to 
intercept them b y 
telegrams, b ut they dodged b y shifting 
from one steamer to another until at 
last they got into Richmond. 
T he letters which cover a 
period 
b eginning with the b attle of Gaines’ 
Mill, June 28, 1862, and ending with a 
description of the grand review of the 
army at W ashington May 24. 1 •' 60 , are 
reproduced precisely as they appeared 
in the columns of the Trib une. 
They 
do not pretend to give a connected ac­ 
count of the operations of the A rm y of 
the Potomac, b ut are a series of detac h­ 
ed pictures of b attles and army scenes, 
so graphic and lifelike as to rank 
among the most important documents 
pertaining to the war. 
As regards literary style, b e it said !
